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Guerrilla Killers 


The men at battle ready above are moving in a rubber boat 
through a Florida swamp, but they are loaded for Viet 
Cong. Officers and men from many different units, they 
are students at a training school for guerrilla warfare 
operated by the Army's Ranger Department on acres of 
trackless wilderness at Eglin Air Force Base. Practical ex- 
perience teaches them the techniques of fighting guerrillas 
on their own ground in counter-insurgency operations such 
as U.S. forces are stepping up in the jungles of Viet Nam. 
They L'arn to take full advantage of dense undergrowth in 
hunting down snipers, right. At left, a flare pierces the 
black night sky as they learn to round up small bands of 
guerrillas dropped behind their lines. Below left, two stu- 
dents light an arrow of gasoline-soaked branches to guide 
night fighter-bombers to an enemy target. And they learn 
to make sure that dead guerrillas are really dead, below 
right, and to construct makeshift wooden cages to hold 
prisoners. The grueling course lasts 17 days during which 
students are assured of a grand total of 12 hours sleep. It's 
compulsory for all junior grade regular Army officers and 
is open to all other officers and top non-coms.

Children under three years 


of age o f t e n have knock- 
knees. This is due to a weak- 
ness in the muscles of the in- 
ner aspect of their knees. The 
Germans refer to these as "X" 
legs in contrast to "0" legs 
when the bowing is outward. 


Knock-knees are especially 


common in infants who are 
overweight or flat-footed. They 
cause the child to walk awk- 
wardly and to stumble a lot. 
Fortunately, unless the child 
has rickets, which may cause 
an inward bowing but more 
commonly c a u s e s outward 
bowing, his k n e e s will be- 
come stronger with walking 
and the legs will straighten 
out. 


The treatment is directed 


at the cause (rickets, over- 
weight or flat feet I. Exercises 
for flat feet, such as picking 
up marbles with the toes and 
teaching the child to walk on 
his heels and to walk heel to 
toe, are recommended. If the 
condition persists after the 
child is five and 
is severe 


enough to be considered a 
handicap, he m a y have to 
wear 
b r a c e s 
for several 


months. As a last resort the 
legs may have to be straight- 
ened surgically. 


(J—My son, 8. had rheu- 


matic fe'ver about 20 months 
ago and developed chorea. 
What causes chorea? Is there 
anv cure for if Should he be 


allowed to attend school? 


A—The 
rheumatic 
fever 


was the cause of the chorea 
(St. Vitus's dance). Treatment 
of the rheumatic fever and 
the prevention of a recur- 
rence with antibitotics is more 
important than treatment of 
the chorea. Chorea is usually 
outgrown in time but bouts of 
rheumatic fever can seriously 
damage the heart. 


Your son will need more 


rest than the average child of 
his age and emotional strains 
should be avoided within rea- 
son. 
Your doctor may want to 


give him small doses of reser- 
pine or chlorpromazine for 
awhile. He should be allowed 
and 
encouraged 
to 
attend 


school but both you and his 
teachers must show him more 
than average patience.

Many of the European car 


makers have used disc brakes 
for years without really bally- 
hooing the fact. They appear 
to be somewhat distressed to 
hear Detroit claiming them as 
a new American invention. 
4 "What's even worse," one 
European car representative 
points out, "is that of the few 
American makers which arc 
offering disc brakes, most arc 
charging 
extra 
for 
them. 


They've always been standard 
equipment on almost 30 Euro- 
pean cars." 


In any case, disc brakes ap- 


pear to be a major selling 


im»immick this year. So the ob- 
' vious q u e s t i o n is, what's 


wrong with the old drum 
brakes? 


It's not that there's any- 


thing wrong with them, but 
proponents of the disc con- 
tend that disc b r a k e s last 


longer and stop the bigger, 
heavier and faster cars bet- 
ter. Engineers at the Johns- 


Manville Brake Lining Divi- 
sion point out that the major 
advantage lies in the reduc- 
tion of brake fade or loss of 
braking power in less-than- 
ideal conditions. 


Operation of disc brakes 


is simple. You can demon- 
strate how they function by 
taking a sheet of paper and 
holding it lightly 
between 


t h u m b and index finger. 
When your fingers are loose, 
the paper slides easily. As 
you exert pressure, it be- 
comes more and more diffi- 
cult to slide the paper. 


Finally, when your fingers 


are pressed tightly together, 
the paper cannot move. In 
effect, you have created the 
disc, or caliper, brake. 


In standard drum brakes, 


on the other hand, the brake 
linings are forced outward 
from the wheel cylinder by 
hydraulic p r e s s u r e and 
against the brake drum to 
slow the attached wheel. 


Users of disc brakes report 


that the braking ability of the 
system is more consistent in 
normal driving and that dur- 


ing foul weather or when 
driving through deep puddles 
there is less loss of braking 
from the wetting of the disc 
or lining. 


Disc brakes are also self- 


adjusting, having a lining life 
expectancy about 50 per cent 
longer than most drum brakes 
and are quickly and easily re- 
lined when necessary. 


What this m e a n s to the 


average driver, under average 
driving conditions, is that he 
will have consistently uni- 
form braking ability without 
fade. If he is going down a 
steep incline and must use 
his brakes constantly, he will 
have steady braking power 
all the way down. 


One of the main reasons 


why American manufacturers 
have been slow to adopt disc 
brakes is that drum systems 
have demonstrated their abil- 
ity to stop the car under nor- 
mal driving conditions. Amer- 
ican automakers h a v e con- 
tended that Europeans drive 
their cars harder and faster 
and on rougher roads. 


Besides, the disc system is 


a bit more expensive to manu- 
facture in large quanties. 


There isn't much doubt that 


soon Detroit will equip its be- 
hemoths with disc brakes at 
no extra cost. R i g h t now, 
however, the potential car 
buyer must decide whether 
discs are worth the extra ex- 
pense.

SAIGON, Viet Nam—(NEA) 


Each day the boy crouches in 
the dirt, his arms over his 
knees, his face jumping in de- 
fense of the insects. 


He folds his fingers. He

his home. 


Skinny, 
almond-eyed 
Ta 


Long lived in a North Viet- 
namese village called Nam 
Cao. It was neither a pretty 
nor a happy place. Years of 
war creased the faces of his 
neighbors and signs of want 
were everywhere. 


It had been this Way always, 
it seemed to the boy; in his 
lifetime there had never been 
peace. But he felt better times 
would come. He was told the 
war was being won and he 
believed it. 


Although only 19 when he 


joined the Communist army, 
he had eight years of school- 
ing and was thus enlisted as 
a sergeant. 


It was an honor, he felt. 


After all, what better career 
in these times than combat 
leadership? 


They gave him a uniform, & 


salary 
(about 50 cents a 


month) and training. 
They 


gave him food, shelter and a 
submachine gun. He worked 
long and, when finished, had 
time only for sleep. But he 
did not mind for the war Was 
being won and better times 
were ahead. 


Ta Long, the sergeant, had 


!>ecn of this mind and this 
rank nearly two years by the 
time U.S. planes began to 
sweep over his homeland. It 
surprised him, but he said 
nothing. Anyway, he was told 
that no harm was being done. 


He b e l i e v e d , of course. 


Americans. 
A g g r e s s o r s . 


Murderers and cowards, tf the 
planes ever came to the 
sergeant's village, he would 
spit at them and laugh. 


They came. 
They came and they roared 
and they whined .. . and they 
dropped bombs on the un- 
laughing. Bridges and instal- 
lations were the targets, but 
civilians o c c u p i e d both. 
Women w a i l e d , children 
screamed, and the sergeant 
watched his p r i d e and his 
people perish. 


The planes came often after 


that. 


Sometimes 
many, 
some- 


times few, but a l w a y s the 
same. One would hear them 
first, then see them, and 
finally feel the vibrations of 
their deadly droppings. There 
was only one defense—run. 


And run they did; from 


every house, every shop, to 
the trails and roads leading to 
the s a f e t y of the mountains. 
They would say a f t e r each 
bombing, no harm has been 
done, the war was still being 
won. 


But the sergeant saw dif- 


ferently. There was the lack 
of food, the rationing of cloth- 
ing, the government classes, 
the political speeches, the 
daily discipline of living. 


The bombings w e r e more 


numerous, the suffering more 
horrible. And the good times, 
more distant than ever. 


It was too much—too much 


war, 
too much sacrifice, too

Although no dancer, Benesh 


lias lived among dancers all 
his life. His mother was a 
ballerina with Diaghilev and 
his wife was a solo dancer 
with the Royal Ballet.

BEACON, N.Y.—(NEA)—The man's first steps were un- 


certain. 
He walked in a stiff-legged, awkward manner, 


thankful he had his cumbersome equipment to cling to. It 
wasn't a long walk. 


It wasn't even the first time the feat had been performed, 


but to the slow-moving man and the team 
that had made his accomplishment possible 
it was a minor miracle. 


Who was this, an astronaut taking his 


first steps into space? No, Just a scrawny 
South Vietnamese'soldier, a paraplegic who 
had been a litter case two months before. 


Hanging onto a chair for support and 


shuffling cautiously on his brace-encased 
tegs, he made his way down the uncommonly 
clean corridor of the Veterans Administra- 
tion Hospital at Castle Point, just a few miles 
north of here, 
Doughty 


To the doctors and nurses who helped this Vietnamese 


toward those first steps, he and 55 colleagues represent one 
phase of the U.S. commitment to mankind that is sadly over- 
shadowed in daily reports of bullets, bloodshed and space 
shots, 


They call it Operation Compassion at Castle Point. Dr. 


Howard Rusk, director of the Institute of Physical Medicine 
and Rehabilitation at New York University and President 
Johnson's special medical envoy to South Viet Nam, started 
it all when lie returned from a trip to that war-ravaged coun- 
try and reported finding the paraplegics "slowly rotting to 
death." 


Dr. Rusk remembers the scene this way. 
"I found these men in a ward in Viet Nam with no facilities 


to treat the great variety of medical problems they had. It 
was a onetime summer resort and it was the grimmest ward 
I ever saw. On my return to the United States I told the 
President that these men could be left there to die, or evacu- 
ated to be treated and live." 


The evacuation plane was ready in three days. 


And so, on Nov. 9 of last year, they came to Castle Point 


Fifty-six paralyzed men who were suffering with bed sores 
and countless other complications. Some will never walk 
again, even with the aid of braces and crutches. 


Two physicians, four nurses and eight medical corpsmen 


came with the wounded soldiers. These are the people who 
have been working with some of the leading medical men 
from the Bronx VA hospital, specialists from New York and 
West Coast experts. They'll learn to use highly sophisticated 
techniques and equipment before returning to Saigon to 
establish Viet Nam's first rehabilitation center, 


The soldiers being treated at Castle Point will also return 


to their homeland. They'll show other paraplegics what 
modern medicine can do to help them live useful lives. 


Few speak English, but they'll tell you through interpre- 


ters, or in French, how they got here. The stories arc much 
the same. 
*

* 


There's Lt. Huynh Quang Nhunog, a student at the Univer- 


sity of Saigon who got tired of talking about the war and 
decided to do something about it. His war ended one day 
when his company was attacked by two battalions of Viet 
Cong. Lt. Nhunog, who caught a slug in the spine, is lucky 
to be alive and he admits it. But he'd enlist all over again 
if he could. "I feel it is my duty to the fatherland," he says 
simply. 


Dinh Beo was hit during a skirmish in Quang Ngai, north 


of Saigon, lie took a shot through the neck and waited for 
death for six hours. The bullet paralyzed Dinh Beo's left 
side. Dinh can walk a little now. He didn't think he'd ever 
get out of that jungle alive. 


Hospital director Vincent W. Powers has this comment on 


his star boarders: 


"The biggest asset these fellows have going for (hem is 


motivation. You don't have (o do anything to cheer them up 
because they never need cheering up. 


"There was a time, around World War I, when something 


like 80 to 90 per cent of all paraplegics died no matter what 
was clone for them. The VA came to the forefront during 
World War II and developed many of the techniques used 
today to help these men regain their place in life. 


"To break it down simply, we work with what the man 


lias left to work with. We strengthen the upper half of his 
body and build up his chest and arm muscles to abnormal 
strength so he can pull himself around without the use of 
bis legs. But the most important thing is attitude. These 
men are actually happy-go-lucky. I've never seen anything 
like it." 


"We owe our lives to your people." one soldier said in 


sputtering English. "We will not forget."

This 
puts the tuner and amplifier 
m the same system and can 
save the buyer up to $100. 


Another important error to 


avoid is cutting costs on the 
speakers, no m a t t e r the 
amount you spend on the rest 
of the set. A pair of good 


speakers will cost a minimum 
of $140. Also ask the sales- 
man to show you what is in- 
side the speaker or tell you 
who the manufacturer is. 


Beware of bargains or off- 


brand merchandise unless the 
store stands behind its sales. 
In checking speakers avoid 
"filled" systems—those that 
are filled with sand or fibers. 
This cuts out the midrange, 
the stereo e x p e r t explains, 
and emphasizes the treble and 


bass. If this happens, then 
you need a more expensive 
amplifier to drive the speak- 
ers for the sound quality you 
want. An air-duct system is 
recommended. 


Of course, there comes a 


point in every family where 
squabbles crop up because of 
too much volume. One way 
to solve them and also begin a 
budget stereo system is to 
buy stereo earphones. 


A good set of headphones 


will cost $25 and can cover 
the 16- to 25,000-megacycle 
range. With these you can 
use smaller speakers but the 
quality will be more apparent, 
since the sound is only IVg 
inches away from the ear.

Besides the virtue of individuality, 


prints also have the virtue of per- 
manence. A person's print pattern is 
fully formed three months before 
his birth (Nfark Twain called it a 
"natal autograph"), and remains 
unchanged until after his death. 
Although the print may vary in 
size, just as the person does, the 
pattern itself stays the same always. 


So sophisticated is fingerprinting 


today that even a part of a print 
may be enough to establish an iden- 
tification. As a rule, experts figure 
it is sufficient if the suspect's prints 
and the incriminating prints are 
alike at 12 points of the pattern. 


But if they should differ at even 


a single point, then the message is 
equally clear:
